The last-minute rush is on. At Amazon’s Prime Now hub in 
Denver, gifts such as Lego sets and Nintendo Super NES 
Classic systems are still in stock, at least as of Thursday. There 
are still Instant Pots, Echo Dots and ugly sweaters — at a 
discount. Starting Friday, delivery extends until midnight 


Christmas Eve. 


That means orders placed by 9:15 
p.m. will be delivered by midnight. Even 
on Christmas Eve. 

This last-minute delivery option — 
available for the first time in the Denver 
area from Parker to Boulder — targets 


procrastinating Amazon Prime members, 
or consumers who pay the annual $99 
membership fee. 

For everyone else, there’s still plenty of 
time to schlep over to area Kohl’s stores 
for an Instant Pot or ugly sweater. Kohl’s 


stores are staying open 24 hours all week- 
end until 6 p.m. Christmas Eve. Other re- 
tailers are offering extended hours and 
delivery options as well. 

The Saturday before Christmas is tradi- 
tionally the biggest retail sales day of the 
year as many consumers realize they’re 
running out of time. And this year is no 
different. According to the National Re- 
tail Federation, 53 percent of Americans 
surveyed plan to shop on Saturday. An- 
other 6 percent expect to still be shopping 
on Sunday. 

The bulk of these last-minute shoppers 
plan to shop at physical stores, according 
to the International Council of Shopping 
Centers. That’s probably because earlier

65 banks, governor’s office 
would add extra layer of 
oversight to reassure feds

SACRAMENTO, CALIF.» Califor- 
nia has a possible solution to the 
problem of banks being unwill- 
ing to handle money from the 


state’s multibillion-dollar legal 
marijuana industry, one that of- 
ficials say would be the first sys- 
tem of its kind in the nation. 
Talks are underway between 
the state, banks and federal reg- 
ulators on a plan to allow banks 
to serve a marijuana market that 
is expected to grow to $7 billion 
annually by 2020 in California. 
Starting Jan. 1, it will be legal to 
grow and sell marijuana for rec- 


reational and medical uses. 

State officials say without 
banks taking marijuana money, 
thousands of cannabis business- 
es will be storing and transport- 
ing billions of dollars in cash for 
paying employees, suppliers 
and state and local taxes, which 
could result in robberies and vi- 
olence. 

“We know there is a concern 
with having so much cash flow- 


ing around on the street in 
transactions for what is now a 
state legal product,” said Peter 
Williams, deputy secretary and 
general counsel for the state 
Business, Consumer Services 
and Housing Agency. “The ad- 
ministration is looking for a so- 
lution to the problem. We are all 
concerned about the public

U.N. 
rejects 
Trump 
move 


35 nations abstain 
and 21 are absent in 
128-9 protest vote.

UNITED NATIONS» The U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly voted overwhelm- 
ingly Thursday in protest against 
President Donald Trump’s recog- 
nition of Jerusalem as Israel’s cap- 
ital, largely ignoring Trump’s 
threats to cut off aid to any coun- 
try that went against him. 

The nonbinding resolution de- 
claring U.S. action on Jerusalem 
“null and void” passed by a vote of 
128-9 — a victory for the Palestin- 
ians, but one that was not as big as 
they had predicted. Amid the 
Trump administrations threats, 
35 of the 193 U.N. member nations 
abstained and 21 others were ab- 
sent. 

The resolution, sponsored by 
Yemen and Turkey, reaffirmed 
what has been the United Na- 
tions’ stand on the divided holy 
city since 1967: that Jerusalem’s fi- 
nal status must be decided in di- 
rect negotiations between Israel 
and the Palestinians.
